it is notoriouſly knowne, that the affaires of Ire'and doeexceedingly utter by 
wanting the perſonall aſfiſtance of a Commander in Chiefe, to give both life and 
motion to the Army there ; yet the {aid Earle hath beene Rayed with his Maye-. 
ſie in the North a moneth and more, and yet can get no diſpatch ; That not- 
withſtanding the bleeding condition of Ireland, yet divers Commanders and 
Officers in pay. and in aftuall employment there againſt the Rebels, have been 
called away from that important ſervice, by the expreſſe Command of his Majz- 
(tie, as { harles Lloyd Enginer, and Quarter-maſter generall of the Army in Ire- 
land, and divers others That Captain Greeze,Comptroller of the Artillerie,a man 
in pay, and principally employed and truſted here by the fajd Lievtenant of Ire- 
land, for the providing and ordering the traine of the Artillerie which was to be 
{ent to Dublin, and who had reccived great ſums of money for that purpoſe, was 
commanded for that employment and truſt to ſerve his Majeſtie, in this moſt un- 
naturall war againſt his loyall and beſt affected people. That the Parliament ha- 
ving made great proviſion of clothes for the poore Souldiersin Ireland for their 
preſcnt fuccour, and ſending fix hundred ſuits, part thereof towards Chelter the 
laſt weeke, the man that undertooke the carriage of them, one :/-ll;am Whitaker 
by name, was aflaulted by his Majeſties Cavalliers then lying about Coventry, 
whotook away thoſe ſix hundred ſuits of Clothes, and the waggon and horſcs of 
the poore man, although they. were told that the ſix hundred ſuits of Clothes 
were for the Souldjers in Ireland, and notwithſtanding the poore Carrier was

That his Majelties | orces are ſo quartered in and about the commonRoads to 


' Treland, that neither Money, Clothes, Vi&uals, or other provitions can-paſſe thi- 


ther by land with any ſafetie; That Captaine Kerrleby rhe Admirall, and Sir 
Henry Strad[::g the Vice Admirall, of thoſe ſhips that weredire&ed to lye upon 
the Coaſt of Ireland, to annoy the Rebels, and to prevent the bringing to them 
Ammunition and releefe fromforraigne parts, are both called away from that 
employment by his Majeſttes command, aad by reaſon of their departure from 
the Coalt of Munſter,:to-which they were detigaed, the Reve's there have re-

Ireland, as if themſelves were intheir caſe (into-which they are confident, thoſe 
horrid Traytours, thoſe Monſters pf -men about his Majeſtie do labour to bring 
this Kingdome) that they haveand ſhall evet really endevour by all meanes pot- 
ſible (with a due regard to the preſent eſtate of this Kingdome) to ſupply and 
ſupport them.
